People who are familiar with ihe hy- 


draulic' mining industry as conducted 
in California know that an extensive 
bank-of sand and gravel can be, eaten 
away at an astonishing rate by a pow- 
erful jet of water. The debris is often 
carried a considerable distance by the 
liberated fluid. Water tbusfperfonhs a 
double mission. It cuts away in one 
place, and it deposits in another. 


Engineers, says the New York Trib- 


une, have recently made a number ot 
applications ot this agency to the ob- 
jects tbcy nave in view. One of tbe 
latest and certainly one of the oddest 
is making water work for itself by tbe 
use of it in tbe construction of an irri- 
sationcanaL This service is sometime* 
performed by diverting part of tbe 
stream which is eventually to feed tbe 
canal and sometimes by obtaining a Jet 
from another source. Bat In either 
case tbe same fluid is employed to dig 
which is afterward to flow, in tbe chan- 
nel thus created. 


The cost of excavation by this proc- 


ess is far ks» than that by any other 
known agency, often twins; only from 
2 cents to 4 cents a cubic yard. This 
difference depends upon thc toughness 
of tbe material. 


Great embankments have been built 


by hydraulic means along the line of ] 
tbe Canadian Pacific, the Northern Pa- 
cific and other transcontinental rail- 
roads. When work of this class is to 
be performed, the loose material car-' 
ried by the water is conducted in large 
pipes to tbe desired spot and there al- 
lowed to escape. The stones and coarse 
matcri.il drop at once, and tbe ligMer 
clays and sands remain in suspension 
for a time and float off before they set- 
tle out from the water. By a little care 
In manipulation tbe heavy stones Are 
thus deposited on tbe ouUklc »f the 
bank being retm+Vand the clay Is left >

This is where the difficulty of hclection 
comes in, for, while the rapidly grow- 
ing species cited thrive in almost any 
soil or situation, the rarer trees sire 
apt to have likes and dislikes in this 
particular. 
Further, some which do 


well have not been Avell tested and oth- 
ers which will thrive hare peculiarities 
which detract somewhat from their 
value. 
For instance, the ginko, or 


maidenhair tree, has si remarkable 
power of nourishing in spite of nox- 
ious gases prevalent in cities and which 
are so detrimental to Norway and su- 
gar maples, but it has most too much 
of nn erect habit for shade giving, pur- 
poses. 


Nurserymen of experience declare 


that in a combination of good fea- 
tures—Uiat is to say. comparatively 
rapid growth, an umbrageous lieud and 
freedom from disease and tbc attacks 
of insects—the various species of oak 
promise to be among the best selections 
for city streets. Like the giugko, the 
oaks do not seem to suiter so much 
from gases, and this is particularly 
true of the pin oak. 


Of other trees of comparatively rapid 


growth the -white ash is showing a sim- 
ilar adaptation. 
Unlike the Carolina 


poplar and the silver maple, it grows 
in beauty from year to year instead of 
becoming a painful object to tbc eye. 
The catalpa has been much praised of 
late, but, aside from its winter disfig- 
urement on account of its dry beau 
pods, si worm has recently shown a 
particular fondness for the leaves, and 
thus it can hardly be considered fur- 
ther. 


With many, a successful tree is the 


horse chestnut. It is sometimes regard- 
ed as of slow growth1, but this" depends 
in a great measure on the character of 
the soil in which it is planted. In rich 
earth, if of. considerable depth to ac- 
commodate the taproot, the tree will 
often make an annual growth of from 
eighteen to twenty inches, which is not 
far behind trees classed as rapid grow- 
ing. The horse chestnut never requires 
beheading and has a natural tendency 
to spread without becoming too tall.

Now, undet some act of 
government, a white man had secured 
legal Tights, and the old man realized 
that there could be but one result—be 
and'all others would be dispossessed. 


'1 will go down to Neemntch and ap- 


pear before the sahib judge," he said 
to his people, "but when I return it 
will be to tell you that we must go. 
Our rights cannot stand against the 
laws of the Feringee." 


On the date specified he appeared In 


court It was made plain to, him that 
he had no legal rights. No rood of 
land on earth was free to man. It 
must be bought and paid for. whether 
on the mountain, down In the valley 
or in the wilds of the jungle." A white 
man bad paid the government gold for 
this village site, and the villagers to 
the last man must go elsewhere. 
Where they should go. where they 
should find other lands, it did not mat- 
ter, but in two weeks" they must be 
gone. Nynee Tak and his people had 
cleared away acres of jungle and dug 
two miles of ditches, but they Could 
not expect pay for this. They bad 
lived while they worked, and what 
more could they ask? 'The court look* 
ed at least for protestations on the 
part of the old man, but none came. 
When he saw that any words from him 
would be wasted, be simply lifted his 
head and whispered: 


"Great is the sahib judge. I will go 


back to my people and tell them that 
we must move." 


A week later a lieutenant and fifteen 


men from the garrison of Neemntch 
were sent over to the village to see 
that the order of dispossession was 
carried out.

ing company, which headed the boom 
started there in 1893, is about closing 
up its business after disposing of all 
its holdings.

Appearance of Vmrlu Worth Million* 


to Her People. 


A large number of people—the* ma 


Jority, in fact—have no consciousness 
of the desirability of beauty in a city 
or town, says Charles Coffin in World's 
Work. With them the highest consid 
oration is the convenience or discom 
fort of the city life, and in this re- 
spect such enormous irapro-.emcuts 
have been made within recent years 
that the city seems to represent every- 
thing that could bo desired. "What is 
this beauty anyway?" they exclaim. 


Perhaps they were in Paris during 


the exposition, when the omnibus sys- 
tem proved itself entirely inadequate 
:o accommodate the crowds who wish- 
ed to be carried. They came home and 
railed against the miseries of it and 
extolled the superiority of their own 
system and rapid transit, though the 
atter Js not without its drawbacks. 
Then they did not have a decent steak 
all the time they were in Paris, and 
:he oysters—but the foreigners don't 
enow what oysters are. Every time 
t is the conveniences and comforts or 
he lack of them upon which they 
harp. 


The dignity or beauty of Paris, while 
t cannot have escaped their notice at 
he time, has not been brought home in 
heir hearts as a thing that it would be 
desirable to emulate in New York. Yet 
f they had learned from the foreign- 
ers any wrinkle that would improve- 
heir own business they would be quick 
to adopt it 


Yet may not this same beauty be 
ust such a wrinkle? I think it is 
worth to the Parisians about $200,000,- 
WO a year. Paris caters for the world, 
nd its main store in trade is its beau- 
y, which It keeps on increasing, and 
be treasures of its works of art. Poor, 
impoverished Italy! Where would she 
be today if it were not for the beauty 
of her cities, much of it created 400 or 
500 years ago. on which she is now 
gathering a dividend of $90,000,000 an- 
nually? 


OBNOXIOUS POSTERS. 


A Goad Keirspaper AavertUcnient 


W«rtk nn Acre of Them. 


Paris can stand it no longer, and 


now some of her most distinguished 
artists are up in arms at the disfigura- 
tion of the streets by posters In the 
crude horrors of colors which greet the 
eye in the streets of the city, says News- 
panerdom. 
M. Etlouard Detaille, the 


famous painter of military subjects, it 
is said, is particularly incensed on ac- 
count of the enormous flaring posters 
of Barnum's circus that have been 
flooding Paris for weeks past 


A good, sensible, well displayed ad- 


vertisement in any first class newspa- 
per is worth an acre of penny plain 
and 'tuppence colored paper spread 
over dead walls or hid away in the 
nooks and corners of any big city. Ev- 
ery person reads the newspaper—at 
least on this side of the Atlantic—now- 
adays, and they are pretty close read- 
ers, too, and it is not reasonable to 
think that they can be influenced to 
buy additional tickets because in the 
crude horrors of colors they see circus 
horses and acrobats in impossible posi- 
tions or buy more oil because they per- 
cchc some very sickly looking geese 
following a very stupid looking kid. 


In many quarters there bas been a 


disposition evinced to dispense with 
he poster to a large extent Posters 
may serve a good purpose out in the 
sparsely settled districts, but even in 
these places the newspapers have the 
entry and can inform their readers 
much more intelligently and interest- 
ingly than the glaring poster. A well
